HE running yield and the

In 1955. when the Cost of 
Living Index stood at 233, the 
Palestine Electric Corpora- 
tion issued debentures whose 
principal and interest were 
both linked to the Index 
but only in case ft rose. 
Were it to drop below 333. 
principal and interest would 
be unaffected. 


When, subsequently, the in- 
dex rose at one time to 279.6 
it meant that it had gone 
up by 2 per cent since the 
month when it stood at 233. 
Consequently when the Index 
stood at 279.6 the PEC paid 
not 65 per cent but 78 per 
cent, and debentures redeemed 
at the time were acquired by 
the company for IL1.® for 
every pound. But this means 
that the real par was no 
‘longer 100 but 120. and quo- 
tations of debentures issued 
at the same time and still on 
the exchange should be ad-
